Judge Little’s Career. 

Judge Little, whose home is in Co- 
lumbus, has long been im public life and 
is well known all over the state. He 
was born in Talbot county. sixty-five 
years ago, and is regarded as one of the 
best educated men in Georgia, both from 
nm legal and literary standpoint. He is 
a graduate of the state university and 
of the law department of Yale college. 
He served in the confederate army from 
186i to 1865, coming out with the rank 
ef captain. 

In 1866 he was elected solocitor of the 
county court of Talbot. He was ap- 
pointed solicitor general of the Chatta- 
hoochee circuit by Governor Milton Smith 
in 1873. He was a member of the con- 
stitutional convention in i877, having 
been elected from the district composed 
of the counties of Muscogee, Marion and 
(Chattahoochee, and took a prominent 
part in the deliberations of that body. 
He was elected to the legislature from 
Muscogee county im i862 and served 
through to 1888, being elected speaker 
of the house in i864. He was appointed 
attorney general ol Georgia in "a 
gave the state excellent service in that 
position. In 1696 President Cleveland 
appointed him assistant attorney genera) 
in the department of the interior to fill 
vacancy. ; ‘ 
Judge Little was elected associate jus- 
tice of the supreme court in 1896 under 
an amendment to the state constitution, 
which provided for three additional jus- 
ticés. He wap reelected in October, 1900, 
for a term of six years, but resigued 
January 13,. 1903, on account of his 
health and to resume the practice of his 
profession. He was succeeded on the 
gupreme bench by Judge Joseph R. La- 
mar, of Augusta, who recently resigned, 
and was in turn succeeded by Judge J. 
H. Lumpkin, of Fulton superior court. 
In all his public life, Judge Little has 
given his hest services to the state, and 
the Chattahoochee circuit is to be con- 
graulated in seouring him to preside ove' 
its courts.
